The Economic and Social Council 
witnessed a typical clash in which 
Soviet Delegate A. A. Arutlunian 
and Britain's H, M. Phillips clash 
ed bitterly and Canada's delegate, 
George F. Davidson, struggled to 
keep debate on a business level 

The economic survey, which may 
be debated later in the Economic 
and Social Council, was an exhaus- 
tive report on the state of the 
world outside the Soviet orbit 

It lacked any detailed informa 
tion on Russia and had little on her 
associated countries

that Mr, Hill had a very big job/ 


to do and did it well and that the 
great amount of work he has done 
should be recognized rather than 
give criticism for what has been 
left undone.” 

THE LETTER FROM the Cal 
gary writer continued 

“In 10943 I approached Mr, Hill 
with regard to the adoption of a 
child, He personally arranged for 
me to see several children and 
was most patient until I decided 
to adopt a girl of about three years 

and I might say, that in the first 
place, my character and home had 
been well inspected 

“This little girl had been in my 
charge for several months and was 
happy and contented and I wa 
surprised when Mr, Hill called 
unexpectedly, accompanied by an 
inspector connected with the wel 
fare board, Our visit was very 
friendly and my home was inspect 
ed again 

“Some time later I was advised 
that the lady that had taken 
charge of this girl as a baby had 
seen the little girl with me in the 
city, and thinking that she looked 
pale, had reported me to Mr, Hill 
as not being capable of caring 
properly for the little girl, As a 
result, Mr, Hill promptly had come 
down to look into the matter 

“A person who was careless of 
the welfare of children in his 
charge would not have done this 
and knowing how busy he was I 
was surprised he attended to the 
matter personally, But this is only 
one instance of his attention to 
duty 

“I have spoken to many who 
have adopted children through the 
Child Welfare branch and under 
the personal supervision of Mr 
fill, and all agree he was most 
areful in placing the children in 
suitable homes.”
